‘Counterfeits Said 
Coming From Mexico | 


Recent reports in the philatelic | 
press of the appearance in the 
European market of certain Can- 
ada and Newfoundland air stamps 
with forged overprints is the 
work of a group of counterfeiters 
in Mexico, stated a spokesman fot 
Nicolas Sanabria, Inc. dealers in 
airmail stamps. 

The stamps bore 
guarantee marks of the Sanabria 
firm, which it was stated were 

frather crude in all respects. 

Also examined were fake 

j mail stamps of Honduras’ with 
j}phony overprints. These too 
|bore the forged Sanabria guaran- 
tee mark. 

( Sanabria Inc. is urging that col- 
lectors being offered any over- 
printed stamps in the categories 
jnamed above under suspicious 
icircumstances should be cautious. 
The firm suggests that all such 
stamps should be certified at a re- 
liable source before a purchase is 
made.

They were to 
have been released in early De 
cember but had the first day 
date postponed because of a late 
arrival from the printers. 

Now, because of floods, it is 
not possible to get the stamps to 
the capital of the country for re- 
lease, the waters having blocked

| flooded airports. It is hoped to

uary.

Collector Gets Two | 
Years In Federal Pen | 


The sequel to the apprehension, 
trial and sentencing of Leo 
Sweeney was carried as a news 
item in the Watertown, N. 
Daily Times. Sweeney had been 
accused of defrauding stamp col- 
lectors with whom he had made 
contact through the United States 
mails. 

According to the Watertown | 
paper, Sweeney, 43, a Water- | 
town citizen was the operator of | 
a toy and novelty shop as well as 
being a stamp collector. He. was 
sentenced to two years in a feder- 
al penitentiary after he pleaded | 
guilty to a charge of defrauding 
numerous stamp dealers through 
misuse of the mails. 

Sweeney was arrested in Las 
Vegas, Nev., as the aftermath of 
a postoffice department investi- 
gation started in Watertown by 
Postal Inspector E, E. White. | 
|Charged with using the United | 
| States mails to defraud, the local 
| man pleaded guilty in the Las} 
| Vegas district federal court and | 
drew a two year sentence. 

Sweeney was a member of long | 
standing in the American Phila- | 
telic Society, holding the member- | 
ship number 17282. He used this | 
evidence of reliability to obtain | 
selections of stamps, knowing that 


of stringently investigating its 
membership applications that his 
low number would inspire confi- | 
dence. 

Postal Inspector White said that 


| Sweeney obtained stamps on ap- 


proval from collectors, then would 
sell them without reimbursing the 
original owners. It was not until 
after Sweeney left Watertown 
that Postal Inspector White start- 


'ed to receive complaints on the 


swindle. At least 30 complaints 
were filed with the post office of- 
ficial by collectors who asserted 
they had been’ swindled by 


| Sweeney. 


The investigation reached 3,000 
miles across the country and 
Sweeney was finally trailed to 
Las Vegas where he was arrested. 
Postal Inspector White said that 
| Sweeney admitted the charges of 


| fraud, asserting that he had ob- 


| tained stamps ranging in value 
| from $2 to $25 and had disposed 
of them for a sum. totalling 


around $800. 

Previously, Sweeney had served 
a six months prison term when 
he was found guilty in April, 1948, 
| of sending lewd, obscene and las- | 
civious pictures through the mail. | 


This sentence was pronounced by | = 


W. Brennan in 
the Syracuse federal court. In 
April, 1946, Sweeney pleaded 
guilty to first degree grand lar- 
ceny and was given a suspended 
sentence by County Judge Cran 
dall F. Phillips and placed on 
probation.

as it is to the dealer. All of our interests are intermingled to such 
an extent that we should all work together. 
A little thought should quickly convince anyone of this fact. 


Let us just consider what each can get from such promotion of our 


hobby. For the collector there is the added value that will come 
to his stamp collection and the added opportunity for him to meet 
and contact new friends in the hobby as well as for him to learn 


more about his hobby through the study and effort of new students 


that will come into the fold. Let us imagine that there is in the 
hands of collectors and dealers, a quantity of 50,000 copies of the 
United States 5c 1847. Most of these are held by collectors. If we 
can advance our hobby to the point where we can add another ten 
or twenty thousand collectors who are interested in obtaining a 
copy of the 5c 1847 for their collection, then the value of this stamp 
will advance to a very considerable extent. This is just as true 
of thousands of other stamps in your collection. It is demand that 
advances the price on any stamps and to create demand we need 


new serious collectors. 

To get new collectors we have got to manage in some manner 
to hold more of those that come into our fold and to keep adding 
to them. I am firmly convinced that the increase in the number 
of serious collectors in this country in the past fifty years has been 
tremendous. I have been active as a philatelic publisher since De- | 
cember 1900. At the end of this year of 1950 I will have been active 
for the greater part of the entire fifty years and I know that each 
year there are thousands upon thousands of new recruits to our 
hobby, but I seriously doubt if over about two per cent of those 
who get an interest aroused, ever stay with the hobby for mors 
than a couple years at the most. We need some means or method 
that will hold more of these youngsters. 

In 1900 it was a rare thing to find the name of any woman listed 
as an active stamp collector. Today there are many thousands of 
them who are numbered among our collectors and many whose 
names are prominent in the hobby. There is something wrong with 
the way we are proceeding. The more real collectors we have the 
better off will our hobby be. 

For the dealer, a large increase in the number of active collectors 
is certain to be beneficial. The first benefit the dealer would get 
would be increased business. The dealer therefore should be vitally 
interested in helping to do anything that will help hold as active 
collectors all who take an interest in the hobby. We believe one 
of the best ways that the dealer can do this is to take a more 
serious interest in the individual collector. Instead of trying to sell 
him stamps, just any old stamps, seriously try to teach him how 
to collect so that he will get more interest out of his collection. 
Instead of selling him haphazard, any stamps that you have 
sale, try to direct him along some definite line that will en 
him to build a collection which will become attractive and out- 
standing. Do not let him spend his money all over the world. Point 
out to him the added value and interest that a specialized collection 
will bring to him. Find out what his principal interest is and help 
him develop along that line. In this manner you will have specialists 
in many different countries or groups of countries and thus have a 
market for all kinds of stamps. 

The publisher too is vitally interested in seeing the hobby grow 
and prosper for if this becomes a fact the publisher is going to 
have more business from the dealers and thus the publisher 
a big stake in this matter. 

To accomplish all this we need a serious survey of the hobby. 
We need to study the wants and desires of the average collector, 
find out what interests him, what he likes, what he wants to know 
and what help he needs. If we learn these things from those who

We shall have to recognize the fact that we have several groups 
that are interested, the collectors through their national societies, 
the dealers who are in business to serve collectors and the publish- 
ers who serve both the collector and the dealer. Any promotion 
should take all these things into consideration. No attempt should 
be made to start a journal to do this, only by working hand in hand | 
with the present stamp journals can any scheme of promotion hope | 
to succeed, for the present journals cover the field very well and 
their cooperation can not be expected if they are to be faced with 
competition from such a program. Tan the publishers are 
obliged to compete with the various national societies who through 
lack of sound common sense management think they have to pub- 
lish a monthly journal. These organizations would be far better 
off if they would devote their journals to bare society reports and 
not attempt to compete with the leading stamp magazines. Much 
of the material these journals print is of little or no interest to their 
members. Where really worthy papers are presented they should 
be published in a standard pamphlet form and made available at 
cost plus a very small profit to those who want them. If the so- 
cieties will continue to run a society and run them as they should 
be run, they can have the support of the philatelic press, but the 
philatelic press is tired of helping the national societies run in 
competition with them. The national societies could start a stamp 
business and supply their members at cost plus a profit for hand- 
ling only, but they would cut the throat of the hobby if such a 
thing were done.

take them, thoroly sterilized of all 
my traditions, and fit them into 
his collection. The memories of 
their former owner will be “In 
the coffin there with Caesar.” 

It is fitting that I recount a few 
of the difficulties encountered in 
disposing of a collection. There 


| are few who would care to buy an 


advanced collection, because most 
of the joy in owning one is found 


in securing it piece by piece. So, | 
a Dealer is the next move. | 
The first word you. will 


hear on offering your stamps is 
“Condition.” 

Condition is the Gremlin of the 
stamp collector. In case you are 
not instructed, a Gremlin is the 
Imp of Satan that sits on your 
shoulder and directs the traffic of 
misfortunes that follows you 
through life. 

So far I have heard several 
hundred reasons why my stamps 
are practically worthless. I can 
see no evil in an attempt to buy 
goods as cheaply as possible. The 
Stamp Business is a tough busi- 
ness and considering the small 
number of salable stamps in any 
lot that a dealer buys, he just has 
to buy them at a low figure. 

If a collection is complete at 
all, it contains hundreds of stamps 
that’ every collector has or can 

easily get. They are space fillers- 
abate sresting-common-place. Col- 





lectors want classic-rarities-the 
unusual. 
If you attempt to break up | 


your collection and sell it piece- 
meal you will suddenly find your- 
self in possession of a lot of these 
fillers and all your rarities gone. 
What is left will bring very little. 
Another danger is for your 
stamps to fall into the hands of a 
person too young or ingnorant} 
philatelically to appreciate them. 
It is impossible to pass on to] 
anyone the priceless knowledge 
and hours of pleasure obtained 
in the assembling of your collec- 
tion. My stamps are a solace, an 
escape, a refuge, a counter-irri- 
tant, a hobby, if you will. They 
are an investment in the lore of 
generations past and_ present. 
They are not a speculation. 
There is no price on the ro- 
mance of old cancellations, for 
instance. Dream up the pictures 
of those old postmasters, the dif- 
ferent personalities that could 
produce cancellations that range 
from an indifferent thumb print 
to the fantastic devil and pitch- 


things that might be more easily 
shared. 

And so I speculate, what will 
become of it. That, perhaps, 
should be the least of my worries. 
Will it be treasured for itself or 
because it was mine or will it be 
scattered to the philatelic winds? 
Will it be sold for the price of a 
ease of Scotch or the down pay- 
ment on a new baby? 

I hope for the best. It is not 
beyond reason that some grand- 
child will treasure it for itself. 

After all, there are 15 million 
of us.

arrows, initials, center lines, etc. 
are not covered. Nevertheless, 
some of these marginal markings 
other than the plate number are 
}important to the plate number 
collector in his endeavor to prop- 
erly identify a specific position. 

In the Trans-Mississippi issue, 
the plate number is at all times 
to the right of the imprint. This 
issue was printed in sheets of 
100 subjects, and for the purpose 
of retail, they were bi-sected 
vertically into panes of 50. Each 
pane of 50 showed the imprint 
and plate number at both the 
top and bottom. 

The imprint and plate number, 
in this particular issue, stretch- 
ed across within the margin, 2 
full stamps. There are four col- 
lectable positions out of each 


| sheet; namely, top left, top right, 
| bottom left, 


and bottom right. 

In the following valuations the 
usual cross diagrams will be 
utilized. 

NOTE: These sheets, when bi- 
sected vertically, made it ex- 
tremely difficult to identitfy a top 
or 
a bottom left from a bottom right 
position if only pairs showing 
just the imprint and plate num- 
bers are collected. 

The only way to identify left 
positions from right positions is 
to obtain a marginal strip of 3 or 


more which shows not only the|

‘Spain's TB Stamps 
Show Ancient Caravel 


Spain’s issue of four stamps to! 


raise funds for combatting tuber- 
culosis were given a first day send 
off on December 22. 

Three of the stamps, all of the 
same design are for regular post- 
age while the fourth is for air- 
mail. 

On each of the four, the Cross 
of Lorraine, universal symbol of 
the Tuberc ulosis Societies, is in 
red while the second color ‘is that 
of the balance of the design. 

For regular postage the designs 
depict a caravel in full sail. De- 
nominations and colors are 5c 
lilac, 10c green and 50 plus 10c 
brown. 

The airmail stamp pictures a 
bell, is red brown in color and 
has a value of 25c. 

There were two million of the 
5c, 14 million of the 10c and one 
million of each of the remaining 
two values. 

It was revealed that the 50 plus 
10c stamp was sold out shortly 
after its release. 

First day covers sent from 
Madrid were cancelled with a 
special postmark which carried a 
Lorraine Cross as well as the date. 

Covers were received from M. 
Galvez, Principe 1, and Carlos 
Lenze, Barquillo 29 both of Ma- 
drid, Spain.
